INSPECTOR'S  REPORT  OF  THE  WELLAND  HOUSE  OF  INDUSTRY. 

To  the  Warden  and  Councillors  of  the  County  of   Welland,  in   Coun- 
cil Assembled: 

I  beg  to  submit  the  following  report  as  Inspector  of  the  House 
of  Industry,  being  the  first  report  since  the  House  was  established. 
Although  the  By-law  directs  that  a  report  shall  be  made  half  yearly, 
the  time  of  opening  being  such  that  a  report  could  not  be  given  satis- 
factorily previous  to  the  end  of  the  year.  This  report  will  extend  from 
the  introduction  oi  the  institution,  covering  all  expenditure  in  gpnneC' 
\\Q\\  up  to  and  including  the  ^ist  December,  18881 
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In  comparing  the  following  report  with  the  report  of  the  commit 
tee  at  December  session,  it  must  be  kept  in  view  that  their  report  was 
based  upon  the  experience  of  and  to  the  disadvantage   of  the  year 
1888.     The  report  of  the   committee  established  what  would  be  the 
probable  cost  per  head  for  keep  of  inmates  per  year,  not  including  any 
unusual  expense  such  as  the  year  1888  has  had  to  pay.     The  prepar- 
ing, furnishing  and  getting  into  working  order  of  an  institution  ot  this 
kind  must  have  some  latitude  allowed,  which  no  doubt  will  be  readily 
admitted,  and  will  therefore  cause  no  astonishment  at  an  increase  per 
head  for  the  year  r888  over  that  estimated  by  the  committee  for  the 
coming  year.     Many  items  of  expenditure  will  be  entirely  cut  off  and 
expenses  generally  lessened  during  the  coming  year,  as  a  natural  con- 
sequence.    If  at  the  end  of  the  year  1889  the  expenditure  is  not  con- 
siderably lessened,  there  will  be  a  reasonable  c.use  for  retrenchment 
in  some  department.

The  anticipated 
amount  of  labor  from  inmates,  has  not  been  realized,  as  a  large 
majority  of  them  are  old  and  not  capable  of  doing  much  work  Those 
that  are  able  are  always  found  willing  to  assist,  and  I  think  very  good 
judgment  is  displayed  in  the  internal  working  of  the  Institution  and 
where  I  consider  the  most  care  should  be  used  to  curtail  the  general 
expense  of  an  Instilution  of  this  kind. 
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I  therefore  submit  for  your  information  as  to  cost  of  inmates 
keeping  as  follows  :

This  amount  may  perhaps  surprise  some,  but  when  it  is  taken 
into  consideration  that  everything  was  new,  and  had  to  be  got  into 
running  order,  it  will  not  be  surprising,  as  at  this  sum  the  amount  is 
less  than  by  the  old  way  of  providing  for  inmates.  Latitude  must  be 
allowed  in  the  introduction  of  any  new  work  till  such  time  as  all  the 
machinery  works  smoothly. 

The  question  of  supply  of  water  for  household  use  will,  1  fear, 
become  a  seilous  matter,  as  a  large  quantity  must  necessarily  be  used, 
and  from  the  experience  of  the  last  season,  I  do  not  see  any  alterna. 
tive  to  taking  steps  towards  the  use  of  water  from  the  Welland  water 
works.  I  would  suggest  that  prison  labor  be  used  in  digging  the 
trenches,  preparatory  to  laying  gas  pipe,  which  screws  together,  that  any 
person  can  do.  If  these  tramps  have  to  be  kept  they  should  be 
compelled  to  work. 

In  conclusion,  I  beg  to  say  that  I  have  endeavored  to  give  as  full 
particulars  as  possible  in  the  foregoing  report.  If  I  have  omitted  any 
particulars  relating  to  the  Institution,  I  should  be  pleased  to  furnish 
the  same  upon  being  advised.

iour  Standing  Committee  on  House  of  Industry,  beg  to  submit 
this  their  report  since  last  report  : 

V'our  Committee  met  on  the  12th  December,  for  the  purpose  of 
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preparing  tenders  for  supplies  and  other  matters.  At  this  meeting  the 
Grand  Jury  honored  the  Home  with  a  visit  and  appeared  satisfied 
with  the  condition  and  appearance  of  the  House. 

On  the  27th  December  your  Committee  met  again  to  open 
tenders  for  supplies  for  the  coming  year  ;  they  also  asked  Mr.  Mor- 
wood  to  assist  them  in  deciding  upon  tenders,  following  the  former 
custom. 

The  tenders  of  C.  J.  Page,  for  groceries,  etc.;  D.  Ross  &  Co.,  for 
dry  goods  ;  W.  J.  Best,  for  meat ;  W.  N.  Everingham,  for  bread  ;  and 
D.  McCaw,  for  boots  and  shoes,  were  accepted,  they  all  being  the 
lowest.  Samples  in  each  case  were  submitted.  We  submit  the 
original  tenders  for  inspection  if  required. 

Your  Committee  after  hearing  the  report  of  the  Inspector  of 
House  of  Industry,  presented  to  Council  yesterday,  are  not  particu- 
larly surprised  at  the  rate  per  week  therein  stated. 

Your  Committee  at  the  December  session,  gave  an  estimate  of 
what  the  probable  cost  would  be  for  a  clear  year  at  $1.85   per  week. 

Your  Committee,  to  further  convince  themselves  that  their  figures 
given  at  the  December  session  were  about  correct,  have  taken  the 
trouble  to  deduct  the  amount  on  farm  and  house  maintenance  ex- 
pended previously  to  the  i  ith  ot  June,  from  the  amount  submitted  in 
the  Inspector's  Report,  we  find  that  the  rate  would  be  about  $1.77 
per  week,  being  somewhat  less  than  we  submitted  at  the  December 
session 

The  "Home"  was  officially  opened  on  the  nth  June  by  Council, 
and  by  adopting  the  above  mode  we  can  get  the  rate  per  week  accord- 
ing to  our  estimate. 

All  salaries  with  the  exception  of  the  physician's  salary,  com- 
menced on  ist  April,  all  help  was  boarded,  and  a  few  inmates  were 
taken  in  previous  to  the  opening. 

The  Inspector's  Report  includes  all  this  expenditure  -which  is  not 
mcluded  in  our  etimate,  the  difference  in  rate  per  week  can  be  readilv 
understood  by  considering  the  above  facts. 
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We  would  therefore  recommend  that  this  report  be   printed  in 
connection  with  the  Inspector's  Report.

To  the  Warden  ami  ConncUlom  of  the  County  of  Wdland,  in  Council  as/^cmhled  : 

Your  Jail  Committee  beg  leave  to  submit  their  report  relative  to 
the  building  of  residences  for  the  Jailor  and  Turnkey  as  follows  : 

Your  Committee,  before  carrying  out  the  instructions  contained 
in  the  resolution  passed  by  your  honorable  body  at  the  last  January 
Session  authorizing  the  erection  of  a  double  house  at  the  north-west 
corner  of  the  Court  House  as  residences  for  the  Jailor  and  Turnkey, 
deemed  it  advisable  to  first  ask  Dr.  O'Reilly,  Inspector  of  Asylums 
and  Prisons,  to  meet  them  so  that  an  understanding  could  be  had 
with  him  as  to  what  he  desired  and  would  approve  of  as  to  location, 
place  of  building,  &c. 

On  the  2oth  of  February  the  Inspector  met  your  Committee, 
and,  after  a  full  discussion  of  the  matter  and  inspection  of  premises, 
he  stated  that  he  would  put  his  views  in  writing  and  forward  to  Com- 
mittee. 

Accompanying  this  report  is  the  Inspector's  letter  of  25th  of 
February  containmg  his  views  and  suggestions.  Followmg  the 
suggestions  m  said  letter,  your  Committee  had  a  plan  in  part  of  pro 
posed  residence  for  Turnkey  drawn  and  the  same  forwarded  to  the 
Inspector  for  his  opinion,  which  plan  is  attached  to  letter  and 
marked  by  said  Inspector  "Approved,  subject  to  suggestions  con- 
tained in  my  letter  of  8th  March,  1889,  addressed  to  G.  L.  Hobson, 
chairman  of  Jail  Committee,"  which  letter  is  annexed  to  plan 
referred  to.  As  to  residence  for  Jailor,  your  Committee  inquired  of 
Mr.  Best,  the  owner  of  the  property,  which  the  Inspector  recom- 
mended the  purchase  of,  as  to  his  price  for  it.  His  reply  was  $3,500. 
That  sum  being  much  higher  than  the  Committee  anticipated,  they 
thought  it  best  to  obtain  prices  of  other  properties  conveniently 
situated  to  jail,  and  submit  a  diagram  of  same  to  Inspector  for  his 
reply.  The  diagram,  shewing  properties  looked  at  by  Committee, 
their  distance  from  jail  and  location,  was  sent  to  Inspector  for  his 
consideration. 

His  reply  thereto,  dated  March  9th,  is  also  herewith  submitted. 

Your  Committee  have   now  reported   the  position   of  affairs  in 
connection  with  proposed  residences  of  jail  officials,  and  ^sk  that

The  memorial  of  th^  Corporation  of  the  County  of  Welland 
Humbly  Sheweth  : 

That  whereas  it  has  been  deemed  advisable  in  pursuance  of  the 
recommendation  of  the  Inspector  of  Prisons  to  erect  certain  buildings 
as  residences  for  the  Jailor  and  Turnkey  of  the  jail  in  said  County ; 

And  whereas  the  said  Inspector  of  Prisons  did,  in  his  report  to 
the  Attorney-General,  dated  the  26th  of  May,  1888,  make  use  of  the 
lollowing  language  : 

'There  is  land,  the  property  of  the  County,  immediately  adjoin- 
ing the  Court  House,  which  would  be  entirely  siitable  as  sites  for 
|he  erection  of  residences  for  the  Jailor  and  Turnkey,  and   the  build 
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ings  could  be  so  constructed  as  to  be  every  way  satisfactory  in  point 
of  convenience,  and  the  security  and  discipline  of  the  jail  would  not 
be  impaired  by  the  residences  of  these  officers  in  these  buildings." 

And  whereas  in  consequence  of  the  representations  contained  in 
the  aforesaid  report,  a  Committee  was  appointed  at  a  meeting  of  said 
Council  on  December  5th,  1S88,  to  confer  with  the  Inspector  and  to 
arrange  with  him  as  to  the  repairs,  alterations,  or  additions  that  may 
be  deemed  necessary  to  remedy  the  defect ; 

And  whereas  the  said  Committee  did  in  the  presence  and  with 
the  full  approval  of  said  Inspector  of  Prisons  pass  the  following 
resolution  : 

•That  whereas  it  is  considered  absolutely  necessary  by  the 
Inspector  of  Prisons  that  the  County  provide  residences  for  the 
Jailor  and  Turnkey  other  than  the  basement  of  the  Court  House, 
be  it  therefore  resolved  that  this  Committee  recommend  that  a 
building  or  buildings  be  erected  of  brick  in  form  of  a  double  house 
or  two  houses  for  residences  for  the  Jailor  and  Turnkey,  to  connect 
with  the  north-west  corner  ot  the  Court  House,  or  other  suitable 
location,  and  that  plans  be  obtained  in  accordance  and  submitted  to 
the  Inspector  for  his  approval." 

And  whereas  the  said  report  of  Special  Committee  was  adopted 
by  said  Council  and  the  Jail  Committee  instructed  as  follows  : 

"To  obtain  plans  for  the  erection  of  residences  for  the  Jailor  and 
Turnkey,  of  brick,  in  form  of  a  double  house,  to  cost  about  $3,000,  at 
the  north-west  corner  of  the  Court  House,  and  submit  them  to  Dr. 
O'Reilly  for  his  approval." 

And  whereas  Dr.  O'Reilly  has  smce  disapproved  of  the  site 
above  set  forth,  although  he- had  in  the  first  instance  suge;ested  and 
strongly  recommended  it,  and  now  insists  upon  the  purchase  by  the 
County  of  other  property  which  is  not  in  immediate  contiguity  to  the 
jail,  and  which  could  only  be  used  for  the  purpose  aforesaid  through 
a  very  lax  interpreta aon  of  the  prison  regulations,  as  the  buildings 
already  upon  it,  besides  being  held  at  a  high  price,  would  in  no  case 
be  suitable  for  a  residence  for  the  Jailor  for  any  length  of  time,  and 
^hc  said  officer  would  bo  obliged  to  travel  about  150  yards  to  gain 
admittance  to.  the  jail.     And  the  County  would  further  be  compelled 
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to  build'a  residence  for  the  Turnkey,  for  which  Dr.  O'Reilly  still 
appears  to  consider  the  before  mentioned  site  at  the  north  west  corner 
of  Court  House  as  quite  ehgible  ; 

And  whereas  your  petitioners  are  firmly  convinced  that  the  said 
site  is  amply  sufficient  and  entirely  suitable  and  agreeable  for  both 
residences,  as  set  forth  in  Dr.  O'Reilly's  repo-t  to  the  Attorney- 
General,  of  26th  May,  1888,  herein  before  quo;  . 

Therefore  your  petitioners  humbly  pray  that  you  will  give  this 
matter  due' consideration  and  approve  of  the  proposal  to  erect  said 
buildings  upon  said  site  in  conformity  with  plans  duly  approved  by 
the  proper  authority.

Offict  oj  the  IiL^pector  of  Prisons  and  Pnhlic  Charities,  Ontario, 

Parliament  Buildings,  Toronto,  Feb.  25ih,  1889. 
Re  Quarters  for  Jailor  and  Turnkey. 

Sir,— Referring  to  my  interview  on  the  20th  inst.  with  the  Jail 
Committee  in  reference  to  quarters  for  the  Jailor  and  Turnkey,  I 
think  the  proposition  to  build  a  double  house  for  those  officials  in  the 
open  space  at  the  south-west  corner  of  the  Court  House  is  not 
practicable. 

In  that   particular   position  the  building   of    a    Jailor's    house 
attached  to  the  Turnkey's  would  so  exclude  light  and  air  from  the 
latter  as  to  make  it  dark,  close  and   unhealthy  ;  besides  which,  there 
is  not  sufficient  land  available  to  afford  even  the  smallest  space  in  the 
way  of  a  yard  or  garden  for  the  Jailor's  use      He   would  not  have 
room  behind  his  house  to  store  a  load  of  wood,  without  danger  of  its 
falling  down  the  hill.     Again,  its  proximity  to   a   very  objectionable 
building,  which  stands  on  the  street,  and  which  is  used  as  a  fire  hall, 
would  make  the  position  not  only  upleasant,  but  a  dangerous  one  as 
regards  fire.     It   is  also  urged  that  a  house  in   this  position  would 
detract  from  the  beauty  of  the  Court  House  grounds,  with  which  view 
I  sympathize  to  a  considerable  e.\tent. 

The  next  proposition  which  was  offered  to  me  was  that  a  part  of 
the  female  airing  court  wall  should  be  taken  down,  the  yard  made 
smaller,  and,  the  space   between   it  aud.  the  registry  office  used  for 
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building  the  Jailor's  house.  I  think  there  was  concurrence  in  opinion 
between  myself  and  the  Committee,  upon  a  very  close  examination 
and  measurement  of  this  position,  that  a  very  large  expense  would  be 
necessary  in  removing  the  portion  of  wall  and  re-building  in  another 
position,  and  that  when  that  was  done  a  suitable  site  would  not  exist 
for  a  Jailor's  house  ;  in  fact,  I  think  we  were  agreed  that  this  scheme 
was  entirely  unsatisfactory. 

The  third  scheme  proposed  is  tliat  the  County  should  purchase 
a  house  and  lot  in  rear  of  the  registry  office,  belonging,  I  believe,  to 
Mr.  Best.  This  scheme,  if  carried  out,  would  be  entirely  satisfactory 
to  me,  as  I  consider  it  the  best  one  that  has  yet  been  proposed. 

There  is  a  slaughter  house  there  and  some  out  buildings,  which 
it  is  desirable  should  be  removed  from  the  vicinity  of  the  jail.  Mr. 
Best's  house  is,  as  it  were,  on  a  piece  of  land  out  of  the  corner  of  the 
County  property,  and  its  purchase  would  square  up  the  block,  and  in 
the  interests  of  the  County  it  would  be  well  to  accomplish  this. 
There  is  upon  it  a  house,  which,  I  am  informed,  is  entirely  sufficient 
for  the  accommodation  of  the  Jailor  and  his  family,  and  for  all 
reasons,  I  would  recommend  the  purchase  of  this  lot,  if  it  is  possible, 
to  accomplish  it.  I  am  quite  satisfied,  from  a  financial  point  of  view, 
that  if  this  lot  could  be  purchased  at  anything  under  $3,000  it  would 
be  the  best  arrangement  the  County  could  make. 

I  am,  of  course,  always  open  to  consider  any  other  proposition 
that  may  be  made  ;  but  of  all  that  have  been  named  so  far,  this  latter 
I  consider  the  only  practicable  one. 

With  rer.pect  to  the  Turnkey's  house,  as  I  pointed  out  to  you,  a 
small  addition  to  the  present  kitchen  and  some  other  changes,  such 
as  we  spoke  of,  would  convert  it  into  admirable  quarters  for  that 
officer  for  all  time  to  come.  The  plan  we  discussed,  namely,  a  small 
addition — about  22  feet  square,  or  containing  something  like  500 
superficial  feet,  and  two  stories  high— attached  to  the  kitchen,  but 
not  to  the  Court  House,  could  be  built  for  $600  or  $700,  and  all 
necessary  changes  made.  This  house,  without  a  Jailor's  house 
attached  to  it,  would  be  light,  airy  and  healthy,  and  commends  itself 
m  every  way  to  my  mind  as  a  very  perfect  and  satisfactory  scheme. 

To  recapitulate,  I  would  strongly  advise  the  purchase  of  the 
Pest  house  and  lot  for  the  Jailor,  and  the  erection  of  the  small  addi- 
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tion, which  I  have  just  alluded  to,  for  the  Turnkey.  This  can  all  be 
done,  I  have  no  doubt,  for  $4,000  or  less,  and  it  will  make  the 
County  property  satisfactory  in  all  respects  for  its  purpose. 

I  have  again  to  remind  you  that  time  is  a  very  important  element 
in  this  transaction,  especially  as  regards  the  i'urnkey's  quarters.  It 
is  exceedingly  objectionable  to  have  the  Tdrnkey  and  the  Matron 
residing  away  from  the  jail,  and  could  only  by  rendered  permissible 
by  the  present  emergency,  but  it  cannot  be  allowed  to  roniinue  for 
any  considerable  length  of  time.

Sir, — I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter 
of  the  7th  inst.,  enclosing  proposed  plans  for  Turnkey's  quarters. 

I  am  on  the  whole  very  well  satisfied  with  the  plans  and,  think 
a  buildina  erected  as  oroposed  will  make  a  very  satisfactory  residence 
for  the  Turnkey.  I  would  just  make  the  following  suggestions  for 
your  consideration,  which  might  possibly  improve  it : 

The  bedrooms  upstairs  (8-6  x  13)  are  rather  small,  and  it  is  just 
a  (juestion  whether  it  would  not  be  better  to  divide  the  space  into 
two  rooms  instead  of  three.  I  should  think  that  two  such  rooms  as 
this  space  would  make  would  be  better  than  three  rooms  so  small  as 
the  plan  shows  ;  and  three  bedrooms  should  be  enough  for  the 
Turnkey. 

[  have  also  to  say  that  the  ceilings  are  too  low,  especially 
upstairs.  Modern  architecture  recognizes  the  fact  that  bedrooms  are 
especially  the  rooms  which  require  ample  air  space,  the  more  so  when 
triey  are  of  small  area.  I  think  the  bedrooms  upstairs  ought  not  to 
be  less  than  i  \  feet  in  heictht. 
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The  plans  do  not  show  any  means  for  ventilation  ;  so  far  as  can 
be  seen  there  is  no  provision  whatever  tor  this,  except  by  the  windows. 
The  architect  should  see  that  this  is  amply  provided  for.  I  return 
the  plans  herewith,  approved,  subject  to  the  suggestions  contained  in 
this  letter.

Sir, — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter   of  the  28th  ult.,    in   which 
you  discuss  the  question  of  a  site  for  the  Jailor's  house. 

I  can  only  repeat  what  I  stated  to  you  previously,  that  the  law 
will  not  admit  of  the  Jailor  living  off  the  jail  property.  The  law 
requires  the  Jailor  to  live  in  the  jail,  which  we  interpret  as  being 
within  the  jail  enclosure,  and  in  direct  communication  wiHi  the  jail. 
Any  proposal,  therefore,  to  build  a  Tailor's  house  on  vacant  lots  avvay 
from  the  jail  property  cannot  be  entertained.  I  regret  that  I  cannot 
meet  your  views  in  this  regard,  but  the  simple  fact  is  that  the  law  will 
not  permit  it. 

As  to  the  Best  property,  it  does  not  matter  how  high  a  figure  he 
may  place  upon  it,  the  Council  has  the  power  to  expropriate  the 
property  and  have  its  value  determined  by  arbitration.  If  the  Council 
decides  that  it  is  desirable  to  have  it,  perhaps  when  Mr.  Best  is  so 
informed  he  will  waive  the  necessity  of  arbitrarion  and  come  down  to  a 
proper  price.  Failing  this,  I  think  it  will  be  necessary  to  build  a 
house  between  the  jail  wall  and  the  registry  office.  I  do  not  see  any 
other  way  out  of  the  difficulty.
